HE invitation comes from 
Subahdar-Major in his most courtly 
Urdu. There is to be a special service 
to-day in the Gurdwara (Sikh temple). 
“Will the Presence, granting favour, 
honour... the....occasion --by - attending” 
Reiusal is out of the question; so at the 
appointed time a little group of British 
oficers gathers outside the Gurdwara. We 
are received by the Sikh officers, very 
smart-looking in their spotless white 
mufti. 

In a corner of the little mud-walled com- 
pound a pot is swung over a fire, and in it 
bubbles a porridge-like mess, made from 
five ingredients, ghi predominating. This 
is the “ kara parsrad,’’ the ritual food 
which Sikhs use in their ceremonies. 
Outside the door of the Gurdwara lie rows 
of shoes, to which we add our own, since 
it would be a grave discourtesy—to put it 
mildly—to enter the Gurdwara shod. Also 
we contribute a miscellaneous collection of 
pipes, cigarette cases and cheroots. 
Tobacco in any form is unclean to the 
“ Khalsa-ji,’’ and must not be brought 
into their place of worship. 

\s we enter a “Sloka’’ (hymn in old 
Punjabi) is being sung, helped out by a 
small harmonium and the clash of Indian 
Opposite the door is a dais, in 
the centre of which, raised on a miniature 
“charpoy,” lies a copy of the Sikh 
scriptures—the Sri Granth Sahib, revered 
by true Sikh as: his guru, or 
spiritual leader. Ten hving gurus there 
were, and the last of them died some 250 
years ago. Now the book which they com- 
posed is regarded as being the “eleventh”’ 
yuru. Behind the book sits the Granthi, 
or Sikh chaplain, waving a horse-hair fly- 
whisk over the volume. In front on a 
cushion lie the national weapons of the 
Khalsa—the steel quoit flanked by two 
kirpans, or short cutlasses, and transfixed 
by the kanda, or two-edged dagger.

CHAIRS ARE TABOO. 


A place has been kept for us at one side 
of the dais, whither we are led by the 
Subahdar-Major, and given cushions to sit 
on. Chairs are taboo, because of the rule 
that no man in the Gurdwara must be on 
a higher plane than the Sri Granth Sahib. 
We settle down, therefore, and pack our 
Jegs into a sort of trench running along 
the side of the building. 

Presently the chanting dies away. The 
Granthi hands the fly-whisk to an. 
assistant, and rises to address the gather- 
ing. He tells the story of Guru Govind 
Singh, the Lion of the Khalsa, and his 
“panch piyari’’—his five devoted ones, 
who volunteered to give their heads when 
the guru announced that nothing short of 
human sacrifice would bring back victory 
to the Sikhs in their desperate struggle 
with the Moghul power. One by one the, 
five volunteers went into the guru’s tent ; 
the sound of a sabie-stroke was heard; 
and the guru reappeared at the tent door, 
red sword in hand, calling for a fresh 
victim, until the sacred number (five) was 
complete. Then he threw wide the tent- 
flaps, and showed the five volunteers alive 
and unhurt, and five headless goats on the 
floor. ; 

From this tale of the past the Granthi 
draws a moral, extolling the example of 
courage and devotion shown by the five 
who went, one by one, to what seemed 
certain death, for the sake of the Khalsa. 
He addresses his remarks particularly to 
a group of young recruits gathered in a 
corner of the Gurdwara. They aré candi- 
dates for.admission to the Sikirtraternity, 
who have not yet taken the “ pahul”’ or 
initiatory rite, though they have let their 
hair grow in the Sikh fashion, 


STEEL ESTEEMED ABOVE GOLD, 


The “mahnl “ is then administered. A 
platter of “ kara parshad ”’ is brought in, 
and every recruit eats a portion. This is 
to show that he gives up his former 
caste prejudices and henceforward will 
share food with brother-Sikhs. Then 
water and sugar are mixed in an iron 
bow! and stirred with a dagger. Some is 
sprinkled over the candidates, who drink 
the remainder, repeating the formula, 
“Wah Guru ji da Khalsa. Sri Wah Guru 
ji di fatteh.’’ (Hail! Pure men of the 
worshipful guru, Victory of the holy 


guru.) 


They are then given kirpans, to wear 
slung over their shoulders, and steel 
bracelets for their wrists, while the 
Granthi enjoins them never to be without 
steel, in some form, on their persons. The 
true Sikh is to esteem steel more highty 
fhan gold. He is to be temperate and to 
abjure the use of tobacco, and always he 
is to wear the “panch kakke,’’ the five 
“K’s.”’ which show what he is—z.c., the 
kirpan, or cutlass, the kes, or unshorn 
hair. the karra, or steel bracelet, the 
kanga, or comb, and the kashaira, or 
cotton shorts. 

Another hymn is started, during which 
a Sikh officer and his orderly hand round 
trays of fruit and weird-looking sweet- 
meats. These we partake of (somewhat 
vingerly, as regards the latter), and are 
decorated with garlands of flowers, while 
eur handkerchiefs are sprinkled with 
yertume. 
Etiquette now allows us to Jeasve. We 
file out and regain our shoes, also our 
tobacco, for a whiff of which (tell it not in 
the Gurdwara) we have been hungering

Viscount Doneraile’s Appointment 


Viscount Doneraile, who has been 
appointed Chairman of the Metropolitan 
Asylums Board, London, is the sixth 
holder of the title, which dates back to 
1785, and his ancestors were large land- 
owners in County Cork. 

Born 62 years ago, the son of the Rev. 
Edward F. St. Leger, he was educated at 
Winchester and at New College, Oxford, 
and was admitted as a barrister at the 
Inner Temple in 1891. He was Mayor of 
the City of Westminster in 1919-20, and is 
a member of the Westminster Borough 
Council. His London house is at Victoria 
street, and he is a prominent member of 
the Bachelors’ Club. 

The heir to the title is his brother, the 
Hon. Hugh St. Leger, who is interested in 
sheep farming in Australia.

In the death of Mr. Patrick J. 
O'Flaherty, of Carrigdhoun, Blackrock 
road, Cork, a very familiar figure will be 
missed from commercial and other circles 
in the South of Ireland. Mr. O'Flaherty 
for very many years was the representa- 
tive of the Cork Distilleries Company, 
Ltd. He was exceedingly sociable, and 
was one of the most popular men in 
Munster. Indeed, he was so well known 
that the company named its whiskey

Without unduly 
emphasising the piano part he kept all 
the players under control, so that a con- 
sistent idea was realised, and the work 
was rendered with every detail propor- 
tioned to the whole. 

The beauty of much of his piano music 
and of the sonatas for violin and for ’cello 
with piano is recognised. His larger 
works are not so well known. At the first 
Feis Ceoil his cantata “ Deirdre '” made 
a deep impression, and it is difficult to 
understand why it has not been performed 
oftener. His arrangements of Irish music, 
whether for voice or instrument, are en- 
tirely satisfactory in their imaginative 
handling. 

It is, however, as a teacher in the Royal 
Trish Academy of Music that Com- 
mendatore Esposito will be most missed. 
There patience and enthusiasm went hand 
in hand. He had a very high conception 
of the making of an artist. Any slipshod 
or hasty work was abhorrent to him. He 
has often said that it takes eight years of 
hard work to make a pianist. A pupil, 
now living abroad, wrote the other day: 
‘The Academy must be very lonely and 
empty withont Signor Esposito. I cannot 
imagine it without him. I cannot bear to 
think of Room 5. The marvellous lessons 
we used to get there, where he would 
sweep you completely out of yourself and 
fill you with his own inspiration, and 
actually make a musician out of you! 
That, I think, was the great thing in his 
genius for teaching—he was always ereat- 
ing. He infected you with his great en- 
thusiasm, and he illuminated all music 
with his great understanding ; and, though 
few people could be more critical, he never 
destroyed your confidence in yourself. His 
criticism was always (forcible and 
humorous, and often extremely abusive ; 
but it never crushed you or made you 
despondent.”’ 

It is good to note that a project has 
been started to make the Commendatore 
a farewell presentation.

VISIT TO CHANNEL ISLANDS.

£1,306,060 AT PADDINGTON. 


Gold to the value of £1,306,060 arrived by 
train at Paddington Station, London, from 
Plymouth vesterday, ; was carted thence 
to the Bank of England. It had heen shipped 
in the Mauretania from New York to Plv- 
mouth, where it was placed in a special coach 
attached to the Cunard boat train. The 
coach was an iron one, and had no windows. 
The door was hardly visible. When the 
coach was shunted, however. the door was 
opened, and the barrels which contained the 
cold were seen. There were 106 of them. 
Each was of wood, bound with iron bands, 
and was about a foot in depth and eighteen 
inches in diameter, and each bore red seals 
on top and bottom. 

Two horse-driven vans arrived and were 
laden with the precious barrels, and, with 
police aboard, drove to the Bank of England. 
Then a motor lorry came, and bore the re- 
mainder of the barrels to the Bank. Two 
porters were required to lift each barrel, and 
the shifting of the gold from coach to van 
was carried out under police protection.

SINKING SHIPS TO 
GAIN FORTUNES.

TT ii sr instance has just been 
reported in which a French steamer was 
deliberately sunk in the Mediterranean. 
The motive in this case was to make a 
small fortune by the loss. In his dramatic 
confession to the police the culprit said: 
“T could not get employment and I was 
completely down and out. So I decided I 
would make a desperate effort to get 
money. With the assistance of an asso- 
ciate I got hold of that five hundred tons 
steamer. The cargo merely consisted of 
two old boilers, worth at the outside £15, 
and some scrap iron; but I managed to 
insure it for £15,000.’’ After this was 
completed the ship was taken to sea. . 
At the first opportunity an accomplice 
knocked away the cement from between the 
plates which had been repaired, and 
opened the seacocks. Probably the plot 
would have succeeded and the money 
would have been paid, but even walls have 
ears. The man had discussed his hopes in 
a café, and, incidentally, had been too 
talkative about his financial position. 
This leaked out, and suspicion w 
aroused, with the result that inquiries 1n- 
duced the underwriters to refuse payment 
and to consult the police. As soon as the 
man was arrested he made a full confes-

A CURIOUS PARALLEL. 


In one respect there is a curious parallel 
between this case and one of the most 
dramatic in the annals of British ship- 
ping. The sinking of the London vessel 
Adventure, indeed, made history.* Until 
that time it had been possible, as is proved 
by criminal records, for unscrupulous 
owners and their employés to enter into a 
conspiracy to ‘sink a ship with evil 
intent ’’—which is barratry—and for the 
owners to escape punishment. The remark- 
able story of the Adventure led to legis- 
lative reform. 

The parallel lies in the fact that both 
ships were sunk by men in desperate need, 
were ‘‘down and out.’’ Captain 
Codlin had had an honourable career at 
sea, but was unemployed and in dire 
straits when he was tempted to enter into 
a plot with the two owners of the Adven- 
ture. 

The ship was built at Exmouth, and as 
soon as the conspirators got hold of her 
they effected insurances which included a 
sum of £10,000 for cargo. Then they met 
their chief officer in a coffee house at 
Rotherhithe and suggested the crime. One 
partner hinted that many ships had been 
sunk to cheat the underwriters; and the 
other owner threw out the bait that there 
was money for everybody in a trick like 
that, and it would not be a bad thing for 
their three selves. 

Captain Codlin said that possibly it 
would be worth while. By the time when 
they parted the destitute officer had been 
persuaded to take a hand in the crime.

A 
quantity was put into the house of a 
woman friend, and the rest was transferred 
to another ship belonging to them. Then 
the ship went to Yarmouth and took in 
fifteen tons of ballast and signed on a 
bricklayer as an extra sailor.

Incidentally, the mate was also a man 
who knew nothing about navigation, but 
seamanship was hardly necessary. As the 
vessel was going down Channel holes were 
made in her with new gimlets, and a crow- 
bar was bought for the purpose. Then 
the captain blundered. He was in such 
haste to give signals of distress that help 
arrived too soon, and the holes in the 
Adventure gave the game away. 

Such was the law that Captain Codlin 
was punished, but the criminal partners 
went free, because it could not be proved 
that they had been on board the ship on 
the high seas. 

It is sometimes difficult to find an ade- 
quate motive for some crimes, but this is 
seldom so of scuttling. It is invariably 
the sequel to deliberate and very cunning 
plotting for high stakes. Usually it is 
invented by men in desperate need of 
money and taking no thought of the lives 
they might risk in getting it. 

In one notorious instance a ship had 
been heavily insured four times over with- 
out any of the companies which accepted 
the risk being aware of the fact. The 
cargo was sold before the vessel left port, 
and as soon as she had been sunk at sea 
the insurance on the ship and cargo were 
claimed. 

One of the crew, however, who had 
received a bribe for his silence, started 
drinking, and it loosened his tongue. 
Ultimately it was discovered that this was 
the third ship which the same owner had 
lost in suspicious circumstances. It was 
a great satisfaction to underwriters when 
he was sent. to priso. 

Fortunately, the crime has become rare 
in British shipping, but it did not need 
the case from France to remind us that it 
is still being practised An American 
vessel was sunk a short while ago, and 
it was found that this was an act of 
revenge on the part of the captain, who 
was being superseded on account of his 
drinking habits. 

According to Mr. William Senior, the 
eminent authority on sea law, a remark- 
able feature of these crimes at sea is their 
sameness. The rogues are incorrigible 
copyists. '' The piece of perforated plank- 
ing figures in most cases,” he says. 
‘“What is more curious is the recurrence 
of the pretence of a foreign voyage, 
followed by the hasty sinking of the ship 
when only, as it were, just round the 
corner from her port of departure. ‘If it 
were done, 'twere well it were done 
quickly,’ seems to have occurred to more 
than one misguided seaman. It is the 
reflection of one who mislikes the task he 
has undertaken,’’

England Electrified. 


Within a few months electricity generated 
by the Shannon will begin to light build- 
ings and to drive power installations in 
the Irish midlands; and within a few 
years, if all hopes are realised, the whole 
Irish Free State will derive its electrical 
energies from a single great system. Unity 
of this sort is not to be expected in the 
electrical equipment of so-populous a land 
as Britain: Nevertheless, a writer in the 
Daily Telegraph argues that electrifica- 
tion of industry never wil] be economically 
profitable in England unless the whole 
country is so organised as to form one 
great power pool, continuously active. At 
present there are operating in Britain no 
fewer than 650 electricity distributing 
undertakings. Every one of these is self- 
contained, and naturally seeks to obtain 
the highest. margin of profit which its 
limited market will permit. - The average 
area of supply is twenty square miles per 
undertaking, and not rauch more than 
20 per cent. of the country’s area is 
effectively developed. It is obvious that 
at present the interests of the distributing 
concerns favour the. continued concentra- 
tion of industry in areas already populous. 
These concerns have small inducement te 
promote extensions of electricity to agri- 
culture. Britain has Leen divided ‘into 
zones for the production of electricity at 
“super-power” stations. Three of. these 
zones have been determined—Central Scot- 
land, South-East England and Central 
England. It is expected that “ rationalisa- 
tion” within these zones will result in 
fuel economy and in standardisation of 
frequency. Yet “ rationalisation ” will fail 
if it-is not made complete by application 
to distribution also. Voluntary: action by 
the existing concerns for . co-ordination 
would be the means most congenial to 
the English tradition. When that comes 
about Britain will be in sight of a national 
power scheme of enormous magnitude and 
of corresponding promise for the nation’s 


welfare.

THE MARCHIONESS OF BATH. 


The Marchioness of Bath died last evening 
at her Wiltshire home, Longleat, Warminster. 
She had been ill for some time, haying met 
with an accident. On returning from Lon- 
don shortly after attending the wedding of 
her only surviving son, Viscount Weymouth, 
she fell in her room and injured her thigh. 
A daughter of the late Sir Charles Mordaunt, 
Bart., she was married to the Marquis of 
Bath in 1890. Of her two sons, the elder, 
John Alexander, Viscount Weymouth, was 
killed in action in the Great War in 1916. 
Her. thtee daughters are Lady Alice Stanley, 
wife of Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. Oliver 
Hugh Stanley ; the Marchioness of Northamp- 
ton, and Lady Nunburnholme. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL GRAHAM 


PENNEFATHER. 


Lieutenant-Colonel E. Graham Penneiather, 
formerly of the Inniskilling ages died 
at Himeville, Natal, on “April h, in his 
seventy-ninth year. He was on a visit to his 
son, Lieutenant-Commander Pennefather, at 
the time of his death- 

Born in Ireland, he was educated at Harrow 
and Exeter College, Oxford. Obtaining his 
commission in 1870, he was attached to the 
King's Royal Dragoon Guards. He went to 
Pretoria at the time of the first British occu- 
pation of the Transvaal, and was on leave 
when the first Boer War broke out in 1881. 
Towards its close Lieutenant-Colonel Penne- 
father went out again to South Africa with 
his own regiment, the Inniskilling Dragoons, 
which was quarter at Pinetown, near Dur- 
ban. There he was contemporary with Lord 
Allenby and Sir Raleigh Grey, who were in 
the Inniskilings. There also he married. Miss 
Crompton, second daughter. of the late Rev. 
Canon J. L. Crompton, of Pinetown. 

After going with his regiment on Sir Charles 
Warren’s expedition to Bechuanaland, he was 
romoted Brevet-Major for gallantry in the 
Feld during the Zulu disturbances. in 1888.

Whiteun Weather. 


Sun-burtied faces were to be seen ever 
where’ to-day, and the first topic on the 
return to duty of workers who have been 
away for Whitsun was the weather.

The green, 
white and yellow tricolour had been 
registered as the flag representing Ireland, 
and consequently that was the only flag 
that was recogmsed by the International 
Council as representing Ireland. 

“After all,” said Mr. Keane, “ what 
(lifference does a flag make or why should 
it interfere in sport? We are endeavour- 
ing, as far as we can, to maintain the 
unity of Treland in sport, and while 
politicians have divided the country we, 
in sport, will use every means in our 
poner to retain Ireland as an independent 
unit, 

“I have the greatest possible confidence 
that our representatives, who are excep- 
tionally good sportsmen, are most en- 
thusiastic to see that our country will 
secure more victories at the games, and, if 
the politicians will only take a back seat, 
I have the _praeg s confidence that the flag 
question will not cause any difficulties. 

‘ At the same time, it is my intention, 
alter these games, to.see if it is possible 
that the old Irish flag would be acceptable 
to the Olympic Council. We see no reason 
why, in the existing circumstances, a flag 
should make any difference to a man who 
wins for his country.’’ 


A CHANGE PROPOSED. 

Dr. James Beckett, President of the 
Leinster Branch of the Irish Amateur 
Swimming Association, said that at a 
meeting of the Association held in Dublin 
the flag question had been raised by a 
(ielegate from Northern Ireland. The 
matter had not been fully discussed in 
Dublin, bunt they could understand that 
people in the Notth would not like to 
walk under the green, white and yellow 
flag, while some. people in the South might 
not like to walk under the Union Jack. A 
resolution had been passed, which the 
secretary was asked to send to the Olympic 
Council, requesting that the question of 
Ireland's flag in the games should be 
discussed.

A watch is being kept at the ports, as it 
is thought that an attempt will be made 
to get the stones out ef the country as 
quickly as possible. 

Mr. Tas occupied a first-class compart- 
ment on the journey from Harwich, and 
he stated that he had it entirely to himself 
throughout the journey. 


MR. TAS ON HIS LOSS. 


Mr. Tas, who is a member of the firm 
of J. and W. Tas, Antwerp, describing his 
loss, said:—‘‘ The wallet was secured by 
a strong stee] chain fasteried “to my 
braces. The chain passed under - my 
waistcoat, through the armhole to the 
jacket pocket. A few minutes before the 
train reached ‘London I felt the wallet 
safe in my pocket. Near the station there 
was a press of people in the corridor of 
the coach, and everybody was crowding to 
get out. beh 

“I was expecting a woman friend to 
meet me. I saw her on the platform, and 
when I alighted from the train and 
greeted her I immediately discovered that 
the diamonds had gone. How I do not 
know. I never felt anything, but the 
chain is cut clean through one of the 
links. I was wearing a double-breasted 
overcoat, the bottom button of which -was 
fastened.’’ 

Mr. Tas stated that .nearly all the 
diamonds were insured for about £10,000. 
The jewels were being brought over’ to 
London to be sold to agents of his firm, 
and his visit was arranged some weeks 
ago. Mr. Tas returned to Antwerp last 
night.

Chicoutiwii advices report serious flood 
conditions in the Lake St. John district 
of North-Eastern Quebec, owing to the un- 
precedented height of the lake waters and 
of the Saguenay and other rivers in the 
district.

Several villages are inundated. Many 

farmers, after being forced to abandon 
their homes hurriedly, are now marooned 
and asking the Government to help to 
provide them with food and shelter. No 
loss.of life is yet reported, but communi- 
eation by road and telegraph is cut off 
temporarily. 
' Over a' million logs belonging to the 
Price Company, of Quebec City, have been 
swept into the Petit Decharge River, a 
tributary of Lake St. John, and desperate 
efforts are being made to check the onrush 
of the logs, which are valued at 1,500,000 
dollars, at the lower dams. 

At the town of Roberval the local 
hospital has been flooded by the rising 
water, and the patients. will probably he 
removed to Chicoutimi. 

Several farmers’ houses bordering on 
Lake St. John have been swept away by 
the water or landslides. Some of the 
tributary rivers have risen thirty feet in 
the past few days:
